Confidential Letter of 

_ Secretary Weeks to Gen- 
eral Mitchell, Calling 
Him Down, Obtained. 


Washington, February 4.—A flood 


of information on the condition of the 
army and navy air services was turned 
loose today with unexpected sudden- 
ness before the house committee in- 
VeStigating the aircraft industry, and 

fore the committee adjourned, the 
subject had spread to the army and 
navy departments and the floor of 
the house. 

The committee members, aroused by 
charges that army and navy officers 
had been “muzzled” to prevent their 
telling the truth about the efficiency 
of aircraft in war, shifted rapidly at 
today’s hearing from one phase of the 
Aituation to another, and announced 
their intention to sift the matter to 
the bottom. 


Get Confidential Letter. 


The committee obtained and made 
public a “confidential Jetter,” in which 
Secretary Weeks asked that Brigadier 
General Mitchell, assistant chief of 
the army air service, furnish all facts 
on which he based recent statements 
“seriously reflecting” on the army air 
service and its administration in his 
testimony supporting unified control 
of the government’s air services. 

It also considered in executive ses- 
sion a resolution to place it on record 
as regarding removal of General 
Mitchell from his present position as 
detrimental to the army air service, 
but action on it went over until to- 
morrow. Such a change in General 
Miichell’s status would return him to 
the rank of colonel.

| Dead Sea and World Agriculture 


Enormous supplies of potash can be 
easily extracted from the waters of 
the Dead sea, according to recent as- 
sertions. 

‘The Dead sea is the sink-hole of 
the world,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic society. “In 
no other continent is there such a 
deep depression in the earth’s crust; 
nor will one find greater desolation 
or more uncomfortable conditions for 
man and most other living things even 
in the hearts of the greatest deserts. 

“The Hebrew scriptures have 
thrown an atmosphere of tragedy 
about this country. There, the chron- 
ical states, were sMuated the wicked 
cities of Sodom and Gomorrha, de- 
stroyed by the wrath of Jehovah; and 
there the modern reader. sees’ the 
blasted region, seared by unbearab'e 
heat, with its bitter death-dealing wa- 
ters, to prove the story to his sat- 
isfaction. : 

“According to the Biblical narra- 
tive, the Jordan valley, and the plain 
near its mouth on the shores of the 
Dead sea where the destroyed cities 
lay, shared the early. good fortune of 
the Promised Land itself and ‘flowed 
with milk and honey.’ Bet an end 
was put to this pleasant condition by 
the rain of brimstone and fire. 

Geology Indicates Vast Age. 

“The story of the region deciphered 
from its rocks by geologists begins 
much earlier than the days of the 
patriarchs whose actions are record- 
ed in the Bible. This record seems 
to indicate that Palestine and the 
whole western end of Arabia rose 
from the sea a million or more years 
ago in what geologists term the Ter- 
tiary age. Shortly after the rise, it 
seems, a great slice of the land paral- 
lel to the coast of the Mediterranean 
sank to great depth, forming the hug¢® 
rift valley, ‘the Ghor,’ now occupied 
by the Jordan river and the-Dead sea. 

“Tt is not clear whether there was 
a connecting channel between the 
Mediterranean and the great valley; 
but a well defined ancient beach in- 
dicates that in those remote times the 
great depression held a sea or lake 
at about the same level as that of 
the Mediterranean. The Jordan did 
not then exist; its entire valley as 
well as the Sea of Galilee was swal- 
lowed up in the parént of the Dead 
sea, which was some 200 miles long 
and 10 to 15 miles wide. 

“It is believed that the climate of 
Palestine in remote times was moist 
and that the great inland lake was 
for a while kept at its highest point. 
When drier conditions set in the lake 
began to shrink, eventually retreai- 
ing into the present position of the 
Dead sea and exposing the valley now 
occupied by the Jordan. This is prac- 
tically the only large river in the 
world which flows in a valley ready- 
made for it almost from source to 
mouth. 

“The Dead sea. depression having 
no outlet, all the salts contained in 
the large original inland sea were 
retained when evaporation reduced 
the volume of the body of water to 
its present dimensions. In addition, 


for hundreds of thousands of years 
the Jordan and_the other streams and 
torrents that flow from the desert 
hills jnto the basin have been car- 
rying in additional salts until now 
the waters of the Dead sea consti- 
tute one of the most highly concen- 
trated natural brines in existence. It 
is estimated that on the average some 
six million tons of water flow into 
the Dead.sea daily, and since the 
level of the sea changes but little, 
an equal amount is pumped out daily 
by evaporation. 

“Whereas ocean water contains 
about one-twentieth of its weight in 
dissolved solids, the solids in solution 
in Dead sea water make up one- 
fourth its weight. Potassium cloride 
makes up about one-fifteenth ef the 
total solids but common salt (sodium 
cloride) is fully five times as plenti- 
ful. The isolation of the potassium 
salts, therefore, might be somewhut 
difficult on a commercial scale. 


Ashes or Petroleum May Have 
Caused Destruction. 


“The present Dead sea is 47 miles 
long and about 10 miles wide. Its 
surface lies approximately 1,300 feet 
lower than sea level and at its deep- 
est point its bottom lies another 
1,300 feet down. This great rift in 
the earth’s crust, therefore, lies 2,600 
feet below sea level and is the deep- 
est hole in the land anywhere in the 
world. Because of the intense heat 
and dryness and the presence every- 
where of salt the land immediately 
about the Dead Sea is a region of 
desolation. On some of the flats a 
few straggling, thorny desert plants 
grow and in seme sheltered wadies 
where the springs are fresh, smull 
groups of palms struggle for existence. 
Most of the area, however, is a dry, 
focky waste encrusted with salt, or 
nearer the sea, with slimy salt mud 
flats. 

“It igs quite possible that even six 
or seven thousand vears ago, in the 
era to which the. Biblical chronicles 
reach, the then relatively moist cli- 
mate of Palestine made the plain near 
the mouth of the Jordan a rich land 
such as that which Lot found. Jt 
is also quite possible that the ‘Cities 
of the Plain'—Sodom, Gomorrha, and 
their fellows—perished in a cata- 
clysm brought about by a modern sec- 
ondary adjustment in this region of 
tremendous earlier geologic distarb- 
ance. 

‘Because the intense heat and pres- 
sure are almpst sure to prove fatal 
to others than the few hapless Arab 
nomads that manage to survive in the 
region, this area has not been inten- 
sively studied by scientists. It was 
at first thought that there is no evi- 
dence of recent volcanic action and 
that the traditional destruction of 
the cities by a rain of fire and brim- 
stone max have referred to the explo- 
sion of pockets of crude petroleum. A 
sicentist who visited the region in 
1909, however, reported a small ex- 
tinct volcano near the northeastern 
corner of the Dead sea near the re- 
puted site of Sodom and concluded 
that a shower of ashes from this vent 
may have caused the catastrophe so 
vividly described in Genesis.”

The results as tound by Dr. F. G. 
Blake, of New Haven, Conn., must be 
checked up, however, aécording to Dr 
Morris Fishbein, editor of The Journa; 
of the American Medical Association. 

The ussociation guve ou: this state 
ment: 

“On January 28, Dr. F. G. Blake 
presented to the Connecticut League 
of Nursing Education the results ob- 
tuined in treating scarlet fever with 
the “Jochez serum. The facts are: 

“Thirty-four uncomplicated cases 
treated on or before the third day 
showed no symptom: of scarlet fever. 
One of these was extremely toxic and 
uncohscious, three were very toxic, 13 
were moderately severe cases, 12 
were mild cases. Three of these pa- 
tien:s had mild complications later. 

en patients without complications 
treated after th fourth day seemed to 
recover within 18 to 36 hours. 

“Nine patients with complications, 
treated before the third day, were all 
convalescent within 18 to 48 hours. 
One of these was very severe and six 
were mocerately severe. Out of 1% 
patients with complications treated 
after the fourth day, one wi — menin- 
gitis cleared up in “3 hours, one with 
general sepsis died, one with typhoid 
recovered, and the remaining patients 
recovered.” 

The serum used was that of Dr. 
Alphonse R. Dochez, medical investi- 
gator in New York City, formerly of 
the staff of the LKockefeller Instituté 
for Medical Research. 

Presumably a strong serum was 
used in the cases reported, according 
to Dr. Fishbein, whose revords showed 
that while the general death rate 
among children afflicted with scarlet 
fever is from 6 to 8 per cent, in the 
| complicated cases the death rate is as 
high as 18 percent. In the cases ob- 
served by Dr. Blake there was only 
one death in 28 cases with complica. 
tions, and that death occurred among 
the 19 patients who were not treated 
until after the fourth day. Scarlet 
fever is a disease known to have ex- 
isted hundreds of years and the Blake 
report is the first to show such serum 
results, according to the medical as- 
sociation authorities.

The conference is understood to have 
changed this section to provide for 
a minimum profit of 8 per cent over 
the cost of production end to require 
the operator to produce nitrogen to 
the capacity of the plant, with the 
president empowered to decide on the 
exact annual units of production.

In this edito- 
rial Dr. Kellogg asks: What 
next?) 


The progress of scientific knowledge 
in the la.t three-quarters of a century 
}has been especially marked by a rev- 
elation of the great importance of lit- 
‘tle things. The microscopic germs 
that cause infectious disease; the cat- 
lyzers of the chemists, of which mi- 
nute quantities determine large reav 
tions; the invisible electrons of the 
physicists studying the ultimate struc- 
ture of matter and the primal source 
of energy; the essential need in the 
diet of animals and man of small 
quantities of those elusive food ele- 
ments called vitamines; the amazing 
influence on human physiology and 
psychology of the secretions, small in 
amount but powerful in effect, of the 
ductless glands; and, finally, the de- 
termination of human fate through he- 
redity by thé mysterious ultra-micro- 
scopic genes packed away in the nu- 
cleus of the single fertilized egg cell 
which is the beginning of each one of 
us—all these are the scientific revy- 


As the microscope has increased its 
L-wers, and old methods of phyical, 
chemical and biological analysis have 
been refined and new methods devised, 
a new world behind, below, within 
that which we knew before has been 
revealed to us. But cfin we be so bold 
as to assert that this is the bottom 
of things; that we have rezzhed in 
our knowledge anything like the ulti- 
mate in nature? What fundamental 
new thing even now may be lying 
close to the discoverer’s hands and 
eyes to be revealed when the next ad- 
vance is made in perfecting his equip- 
ment ‘for analyzing and apprehend- 
ing? : 

There are some hardy scientific men 
who dare to declare that such a phe 
nomenon, such a one as telepathy, for 
ewample, cannot occur because what 
we Know of the mechanism of nature 
provides no means for it. But this is 
in effect to declare that we know the 
whole order of nature—which we cer- 
tainly do not. There can be, and are, 
scientists as dogmatic as_ political 
economists, politicians or preachers. 
Put they are not the best kind of 
scientists. They are of the kind that 
makes common, sensible people be- 
come impatient of scientific methods 
and men, and go over into the camp 
of the guessers. Which is by far

During conferences fn Herrin, ill.,

A VICIOUS MEASURE, 


Congressman Bell, of the Nintn 
Georgia district, is entirely right in 
fighting the blanket appropriation 
bill for new postoffice buildings. 
It has already passed the houses, 
but has yet to run the gimut of the 
senate, and then very prcbably go 
in conference with the supply bill 
for the postoffice department as a 
whole. 
The Georgia congressman has 
more than a congressman’s right to 
fight, for he is the ranking demo- 
crat on the house postcffice and 
post roads committee, and for near- 
ly a quarter of a.centu-y has given 
close time and thought to the in- 
terest of postoffice construction in 
this country. He knows with an 
unusual understanding just how 
vicious the present bill is. It pro- 
vides for a $150,000,000 appropri- 
ation for new buildings, but fails two 
designate a single expenditure, leav- 
ing to the department, approved by 
the secretary of the treasury, just 
where the money is spent.

The ordinance was passed unani- 
mously by city council Monday, and 
despite rumors, it is considered very 
improbable that any attempt will be 
made to change the paper at the ad- 
journed meeting today.

Chief of Police E. L. Jett has stated

Heinz Lists Objections. 


On instructions from the police com- 
mittee of city council the police de- 
partment already has adopted the pol- 
icy of confiscating all pistols found, 
and issues the best ones received in 
that manner to members of the force, 
while the remainder are destroyed. It 
previously had been the custom to 
hold such guns claimed bv the own- 
ers, 

Mr. Heinz’s objections follow: 

1. ‘‘As this cartridge ordinance is 
strictly local to the city, it does not 
prevent purchasers from going to sub- 
urban towns to buy and it takes the 
business from Atlanta merchants who 
pav the taxes. 

2. “This ordinance will affect the 
sale of all rifles and rifle cartridges 
for the reason that there is hardly a 
rifle cartridge but will fit some kind 
of pistol, even. the .22 rifle cartridge.

FIGURES CONTRADICT 


SHORTAGE OF GASOLINE 


Washington, February 4.—Asser- 
tion of a gasoline shortage, made by 
oll men in justifying recent increases 


in the price of motor fuel, appear to 


be contradicted by official figures 
from the United States bureau of 
mines. 

Production ran ahead of consump- 
tion, reaching a new high record, and 
sasaline reserve stocks increased dur- 
ing December to ..ore than 1,000,000,- 
OO gallons. ‘The reserve increased 
46,000,000 gallons during the month. 

Production totaled 795,000,000 
gallons in December, while consump- 
tion, domestic and expért, totaled 
767,000,000 gallons. 

(;asoline has gone up between two 
and three cents a gallon in many 
sections recently. Oil men defended 
the increases on the ground that 
more oil was. taken from storage dur- 
ing December than ever before. 

The record output of gasoline was 
accompanied by a record production 
of kerosene, gas oils and fuel oils. 

Production of gasoline in Decem- 
ber increased 20.7 per cent over that 
of the previous December. Consump- 
tion increased 27.6 per cent. 

The reserve stock on hand Jan- 
uary 1 represented a 55-day supply. 
A year ago. a 66-day supply was on 
band. 

A short time ago, when President 
Coolidge appointed his oil conserva- 
tion board, he said that production 
v@s well ahead of immediate require- 
ments. The problem, as he express- 
ed it, was rather to find means of 
holding down _ over-production to 
avoid wastefulness, 

Within a few weeks, however, oil 
men began to circulate the statement 
that consumption was outrunning pro- 
duction and price increases were 
made.

TURK 
IN nt CONTROVERSY 


Geneva, February 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Turkey stands ready 
to settle the controversy with Greece 
over the expulsion from Constantin- 
ople of the Greek patriarch, Constan- 
tinos, on the basis of naming a Turk- 
ish subject of Greek origin as pa- 
triarch. 

This statement is contained in a 
communication from Shukri Bey, the 
Turkish foreign minister, given out 
this evening by the Turkish represen- 
tative here. 

Shukri’s ‘statement declares’ that 
Turkey is not opposing the patriar- 
ehate as an institution and = says 
that as proof of this, Turkey 
will permit the presence in Con- 
stantinople of a patriarch who is not 
exchangeable under the Lausanne 
treaty agreement for the compulsory 
exchange of population in Greece and 
Turkey.

CONFERENCE ON OPIUM 


SHROUDED IN GLOOM 


Geneva, February 4.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Gloom prevails in 
Geneva tonight. 

The international opium conference 
had another bad day and no delegate 
can quite foresee how things will 
terminate. A dramatic last attempt to 
obtain concord on the gisputed prob- 
lem of the suppressién of opium 
smoking in the Far East failed ut- 
terly. 

The plenipotentiaries of the leading 
powers, including Stephen G. Por 
ter, struggled for hours seeking an 
agreement, but at the end all were as 
one in admitting that the opposing 
American and the European thesis 
could not be moulded into an accord. 

Mr. Porter, representing the United 
States, stood out for suppression with- 
in 15 years, but Great’ Britain and 
France insisted that the 15-year period 
should begin only when China had 
ceased her heavy opium production 
and smuggling had ceased to prove : 
serious inconvenience to the other Fa 
Eastern countries. 

Finally, M. Sugimura, of Japan, rose 
and announced solemnly that he had 
exha'isted all his efforts at concilia- 
tion. He added: “And now that a 
compromise agreement seems impossi- 
ble, Y want to re-affirm my origina! 
support of the American proposal.” 


ALARM BY RADIO 
BRINGS THIEVES 
INTO LAW’S TOILS 


Memphis, Tenn., February 4— 
Trailed through the air by a message

city—a house with which he still is 
connected. 

He retained his membership in the 
Abo Urheiluliitto. That athletic as- 
sociation had sponsored his first ap- 
pearance in competitive sport, and 
out of loyalty to it as well as through 
the wish that his future triumphs 
would reflect glory on his home town, 
l' avo felt the Abo uniform was the 
only one he should wear in Finnish 
track competition. 

This somewhat annoyed the Helsing- 
fors athletic folk. Thev argued that 
ITslsingfors was his residence and he 
should compete as a_ representative 
of that municipality. Paavo was 
adamant, however. ‘To this day he 
is 4n Abo representative. Ask Paavo 
what club he runs for and he will 
reply, “The Abo Urheiluliitoo, of 
course.” 

‘The issue might have hecome seri- 
ous had not the Antwerp, Olympic 
games been a step-away, but in mat- 
ters of international athletics Fin- 
land is a ynited nation. 

There is continuous controversy on 
the question of a national language. 
One section of the little country em- 
ploys only the ancient and, to out- 
siders, difficult Finnish tongue, while 
another eonducts all its communica- 
tion in Swedish. All public notices 
must be printed in both Finnish and 
Swedish to reach the Finnish public. 
In politics differences equally strik- 
ing and ev-n more complicated are to 
be found. ‘This is evidence on this 
side of the Atlantic, for in New York 
city, where there are less than 4,000 
Finns, six newspapers, four printed 
in Finnish and two printed in Swed- 
isl, cater to the divided interests. 

hey Train as They Please. 

The uniting of all factions in the 
preparation for the Antwerp 
Olympics and Helsingfors’ apprecia- 
tion of the athletic potentialities of 
Paavo Nurmi checked any serious 
complications over Paavo’s decision 
to cling to the faded track uniform of 
the Abo Urheiluliitto. 

Paavo knew that if he was to 
match the 1912 Olympic record of 
Hannes Kolehmainen he must de- 
velop stamira as well as speed and 
must make himself equally proficient 
over distances varying from 5,000 
meters to 10,000 meters, for the flat 
races on the Antwerp prozram speci- 
fied those two distances and the «ross- 
country run also was to be a 10,000- 
meter affair.

Develop Themselves. 

“In Finland,” Paavo says, “the 
athletes really develop themselves. 
There are no hard and fast rules laid 
down as regards form or diet. Track 
and field athletics constitute the na- 
tional sport of my country just as 
baseball is the national sport of 
America, and eyery youngster is am- 
bitious to make himself proficient. 
The athletic authorities post certain 
general rules which should be fol- 
lowed, but there is no attempt, as 
in this country, to make a man stait 
from just this or that stance, hold 
his body in this or that manner, swing 
his arms, this way or that way. The 
younger athletes naturally study the 
styles of the older ones and may 
Strive to copy them, but accomplish- 
ing a giyen task in the best time 
or with the best mark is the aim, not 
a stilted following of a set form. 

“In diet the same freedom prevails. 
The athletes learn their own require- 
ments. The requirements for one are 
not the requirements of another. Cer- 
tain kinds or quantities of food have 
different effects upon different in- 
dividuals, so why should one conform 
to a given diet. 

Eats Ordinary Fare. 

“The effects of alcoholic beverages 
are generally known and none with 
his athletic future in view will in- 
dulge in them. Very early in my 
life I decided I must eschew any- 
thing of that sort if I was to make 
my mark in the world, and I think 
that decision has been a wise one. But 
1 have allowed myself freedom in 
other respects. 

“Because my family were vege- 
tarians I did not taste meats of any 
kind until I was 18. That was the 
year I entered the Abo Technical in- 
stitute and I could continue a strict 
vegetarian only by refusing the food 
set before me. I found I liked meat 
and learned it agreed with me. I 
found I liked coffee also and that 
that did not affect my running. 

“In fact, I learned that a normal, 
every day diet, in quantity somewhat 
larger than the average person's, was 
all that was necessary to keep me 
fit. Your coaches and athletic ad- 
visers probably will frown on my 
coffee-drinking and argue against 
other items in my training menu. One 
of them looked shocked when he found 
me eating an apple between races at 
the Finnish-American games. Maybe 
I’m blessed with a digestive system of 
extraordinary quality, but I certainly 
could not conform to your rules of 
diet and accomplish what I do in 
| athletics.

THREE GIANTS

OF BRIBE 


New York, February 4.—(By the 
Associat>] Dress.) —Three New York 
Giant pluyers—Frankie Frisch, Ross 
Young. and George L. Kelly—named 
by Jimmy O'Connell as implicated in 
his attempt to bribe Heinie Sand, 
Philadelphia National league short- 
stop, were exonerated completely by 
Assistant District Attorney George N. 
srowers, in a report made to District 
Attorney Banton after the state’s in- 
vestigation of the scandal. 

The assistant district attorney con- 
tends that O'Connell may be guilty of 
a violation of the penal law govern- 
ing such cases, by virtue of his own 
testimony and the testimony of Sand, 
but that the question of indicting 
O’Conneil would await the return of 
Commissioner Landis from Panama. 

Mr. Brothers also contended that 
O'Connell's testimony does not place 
a stain on the record of Cozy Dolan, 
also named by O’Connell as being the 
instigator of the bribe, but that 
Dolan’s status remains unchanged due 
the indecisiveness of his answers 
during the hearing before Commis- 
sioner Landis and his own investiga- 
tion. 

“There is no legal evidence to 
justify the belief that Kelly, Friscii 
and Young had anything whatsoever 
to do with this alleged. bribe,” said 
Mr. Brotuers.

Medi- 
cine compounded at this dispensary 
is always made up under the direct 
supervision of faculty members in the 
college of pharmacy, all of whom are 
registered pharmacists, officials point- 
ed out. 

A number of supplies of the poison 
were found this afternoon to be in the 
possession of various departments of 
the university. But in each instance, 
it was learned that faculty members 
personally keep it at all times under 


practically all that had been in their 
possession for some months. 

As if to strengthen the probability 
of deliberate intent in tL admixture 
of poison, Dr. Clair A.: Dye, dean 
of the college of pharmacy, who is 
in direct charge of the dispensary, 
pointed out that if the poison had 
heen added by mistake it would have 
heen mixed in all of the capsules. 
He further demonstrated this after- 
noon that the poison, being heavier 
than the quinine which it closely re- 
sembles in appearance, could not have 
been made up into an ordinary cap- 
sule by mistake. 

Other Capsulks Pure. 

Of perhaps 250 or more capsules in 
the bottle from which those issued to 
the victims presumably were taken, 
chemical analysis has been made of 
about 150.

Silvery Gray Hair. 

Many requests reach me asking for 
a way. to make partly gray hair snow 
white or to keep white hair from go- 
ing yellow. If someone would invent 
a lotion for accomplishing these 
things he would make a fortune. 

You can, however, keep white hair 
from getting yellow without much 
trouble if you shampoo properly. 
There are several ways. One is to use 
white castile soap, melted with enough 
hot water to make a thick syrup, and 
rinse about six times, or else hose 
thoroughly, so no soap stays on the 
hair at. all. The last rinse must have 
blueing in it, just plain laundry blue- 
ing, enough to make the water about 
as you would have it for clothes. If 
won't hurt your hair. You can get it 
in an expensive form in some beauty 
shops, but I don’t know what names 
it is put up under. 

You can shampoo without soap. To 
do this mix alcohol and water (or get 
your druggist to mix them since you 
cannot buy grain alcohol) so you have 
a solution about one part alcohol and 
three parts water. Alcohol is cleans- 
ing and the solution is bleaching, this 
will keep your hair very white and 
soft and clean. Or, you can get witch 
hazel or some such lotion, dilute with 
water and use, and add the least bit of 
blueing as a bleach. 

About hastening gray hair to white- 
ness, I wish I knew a way to do it but 
there isnoway. If your hair is oily, 
using drying lotions on it like those de- 
scribed above will help take out the 
already fading coloring matter. But if 
the hair is dry, oil must be used, or 
the scalp will have dandruff. One 
reader asked for a nice way to dress 
snow white hair. I know a charming 
Quaker lady of 80 who parts hers in 
the middle and pins a band of: black 
velyet ribbon around her head, with 
the ends caught up in the knot in 
back. The contrast of black and white 
is beautiful, it shows up her beauti- 
fully white hair and her soft skin to 
perfection. She has worn her hair so 
for 60 years she told me.

Deductions for contributions or 
gifts are limited to 15 per cent of the 
taxpayer's net income as computed 
without the benefit of the provisions 
of the law allowing such deduction. 
This means that from the total of 
all the taxable items there is sub- 
tracted all allowable deductions—busi- 
ness expenses, losses, taxes, etc.—ex- 
cept contributions, the remainder 
being the amount upon which the 15 
per cent limitation is based. 

A new provision of income tax leg- 
islation is that if during the taxable 
year 1024 and in each of the 10 pre- 
ceding taxable years the amounts con- 
tributed for purposes specified by the 
revenue act of 1924 exceeds 90 per 
cent of the taxpayer’s net income “as 
computed without the benefit of this 
paragraph,” the full amount of such 
contributions and gifts made within

Danzig, February 4.—With favor- 
able weather, the rotorship Buckau. 
the most original ship in the world. 
propelled by wind, but without sails. 
will “rotor” out of this harbor to- 
morrow evening on what may prove to 
be an epochal voyage. The strange 
vessel, with her two great rotors tow- 
ering above the decks, will carry a 
consignment of planed wood for Leith. 
Scotland. It will be her first actual 
cargo voyage and’ therefore her first 
real test. 

The rotor ship will pass along the 
northern coast of Germany to Kiel 
canal and from Cuxhaven, which 
stands at the eastern entrance, will 
head directly across the North sea 
towards Firth of Forth and Leith. 

The crew of the six-hundred ton 
converted sailing vessel is limited to 
thirteen, including the personal repre- 
sentative of Anton Flettner, discover- 
er of the ship’s means of locomotion, 
and your correspondent. 

Flettner outfitted an old sailing 
vessel last fall by stripping it of all 
rigging and erecting two giant cylin- 
ders to concentrate the driving force 
of natural air currents. The queer 
stacks, nine feet in diameter and 60 
feet high, are revolved by small Diesel 
motors. It is said that the tubes will 
drive the vessel at a speed of 4 1-2 
knots. 


Husband af Young 
Girl Is Murdered 
By Mother-in-Law

Rev. Inman Bryent, 85, a former 
slave and highly respected negro min- 
ister, died at his home here Monday 
afie. a long illness. He was born 
in Serevyan county and until the war 
between the states was the slave of 
Mrs. Ovhelia Bryant, widely-known 
Sereven county woman. The aged 
negro minister joined the Oak Grove 
Baptist church, for whites, when a 
mere boy. and was ordained to preach 
by a whité minister of Sylvania, just | # 
before the Civil war. 

He organized and aided in building 
of 16 churches for his race and or- 
cenized the Pilgrim association. After 
leaving his slave home soon after the 
war he took a leading interest in re- 
ligious and educational work for his 
race and was highly regarded by lead- 
ing white men of the state. 

Funeral services will be today at 1 
a’clock and he will .be laid to rest 
Friday in the Guyton cemetery. at 
Guyton, Ga. where he lived for many 
veors following the war. He leaves 
eight children. 72 grandchildren and 
more than 100 great-grandchildren. 


CLARK GRIER TRIAL 


OPENS AT SAVANNAH 


Savannah, Ga., February 4.—Clark 
Grier, of Augusta, was placed on trial 
in the federal court this afternoon 
charged with using the mails to de- 
fraud.

mond Dart has named the original 
[owner of the skull‘ which he discover- 
ed at Taungs. Bechuanaland, has 
stirred lively interest among anthro- 
pologists and anatomists here. 

“If Professor Dart makes claim to 
a certain discovery. I am prepared 
to regard it as reliable,” said Sir 
Arthur Keith. nected anthropologist, 
when shown Capetown dispatches in 
which Professor Dart ascribed the 
ereatest importance to his find, Sir 
Arthur, however, added that it prob- 
ably would be more correct to regard 
the skull one of hundreds of “‘miss- 
ing links,” rather than “the missing 
link”—as an additional piece of evi- 
dence in the theory of man’s evo- 
lution. 

Grafton Elliot Smith, professor of 
anatomy in the University of London 
and an authority on evolution, also 
paid tribute to the trustworthiness 
of the discoverer.
